Sir : — As  required  by  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  State, 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my  first  biennial  report 
of  the  Department  of  State,  covering  the  period  from  December 
1st,   1900  to  November  30th,   1902. 

This  report  contains  complete  enumeration  for  the  biennial 
period  of  Domestic  and  Foreign  Corporations  filing  Charters, 
Articles  of  Incorporation,  Increase  and  Decrease  of  Capital 
Stock,  Name  and  Address  of  Resident  Agents  of  Foreign  Com- 
panies filed  during  the  past  two  years ;  also  list  of  Notaries  com- 
missioned during  same  period,  and  a  list  of  Commissioners  of 
Deeds  accredited  to  Montana  in  commission  at  this  date. 

During  the  term  covered  by  this  report  there  have  been  filed 
and  recorded  501  Articles  of  Incorporation,  which  are  classified 
as  follows :

The  above  estimate  is  an  average  of  $325  per  annum  more 
than  the  appropriation  allowed  by  the  Seventh  Le^s^islative 
Assembly,  but  in  view  of  the  increasing'  work  of  this  office  and 
the  work  outlined  to  fully  complete  the  indexing  of  Territorial 
records  and  papers  I  feel  justified  in  asking  this  increase. 

Many  corporations  were  organized  in  the  Territorial  days 
having  the  limit  of  existence  at  twenty  years.  A  large  number 
are  now  reaching  the  end  of  the  term,  and  it  is  evident  that  fees 
will  materially  increase  from  these  concerns  desiring  to  con- 
tinue their  corporate  existence,  and  this  will  add  to  the  clerical 
work  required  of  this  Department.

From  the  foregoing-  it  is  apparent  that  the  State  should  ob- 
tain a  few  extra  copies  of  the  early  Montana  Reports ;  this  office 
is  required  to  furnish  a  complete  set  to  each  new  Judicial  Dis- 
trict established,  as  well  as  to  certain  officers  in  all  new  Counties 
established.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  present  law  on  the 
subject  of  fees  collected  by  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Incor- 
poration of  Domestic  and  Foreign  Corporations. 

The  fees  charged  for  filing  and  recording  Articles  of  In- 
corporation of  Companies  formed  under  the  laws  of  Montana 
are  adequate  and  not  a  burden  upon  those  desiring  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  benefits  thereof;  from  the  people  generally 
no  complaint  has  reached  this  office  regarding  the  fees  now  re- 
quired for  Domestic  Incorporations. 

In  the  light  that  the  State  Government  requires  an  increase 
in  revenue,  I  desire  to  recommend  that  Corporations  formed 
under  the  Laws  of  other  States  or  Countries  desiring  to  do 
business  in  Montana  be  required,  in  future,  to  pay  the  same 
fees  on  their  capitalization  (or  at  least  on  that  proportion  of 
the  capitalization  and  business  represented  in  Montana)  when 
filing  their  Charter  or  Articles,  as  do  Domestic  Companies. 

The  purpose  of  this  recommendation  is  to  increase  the  State 
revenue  approximately  $20,000  per  annum,  and  also,  it  will 
tend  to  check  irresponsible  concerns  incorporated  elsewhere 
doing  business  in  Montana  which  now  avail  themselves  of 
that  privilege  because  of  the  small  fee  now  charged,  and  it 
would  not  be   a  burden  on   legitimate  business. 

Many  States  tax  both  Domestic  and  Foreign  Corporations 
alike  in  the  matter  of  filing  fees,  and  the  tendency  to  do  so  is 
now  quite  universal.  In  at  least  one  State  the  filing  fee  is 
larger  for  non-resident  concerns. 

The  amendment  of  Section  2389  of  the  Political  Code  by 
striking  out  the  words  "The  fees  collected  and  paid  into  the 
State  treasury  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and"  is  most  earnestly 
urged,  the  purpose  being  to  place  the  fees  collected  by  Sec- 
retary of  State  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  State; 
and  to  this  end  the  further  amendment  will  be  required  by 
adding  to  House  Bill  No.  151,  Session  Laws  of  1897,  page  49, 
in  the  last  line  of  said  Act  after  the  word  "quarter,"  the  words 
"and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund." 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  by  Statute  State  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures;  the  necessary  standards  have  never  been  pur- 
chased by  the  State,  therefore  I  respectfully  recommend  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  official  Standards

as  required  by  Section  530,  Political  Code.  After  their  installa- 
tion all  Counties  will  be  supplied  with  copies  of  original  Stan- 
dards, as  required  by  law. 

This  subject  is  of  much  importance  to  the  people  of  the 
State ;  the  provisions  of  the  Statute  should  be  fulfilled,  and 
the  law  can  only  be  enforced  by  Legislative  action  in  granting 
an  appropriation,  not  only  for  necessary  Standards,  but  also  for 
an  expense  account  sufficient  to  eamine  and  compare  the  Stan- 
dards of  each  County  at  least  once  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

With  a  full  knowledge  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them.  I 
would  urgently  ask  that  a  consolidation  of  the  following 
Clerkships  be  made  by  making  an  appropriation  of  $150  per 
month  for  one  person  to  act  as  Clerk  for  the  following  named 
State  Boards: 

Board   of   Equalization. 

Board  of  Pardonus. 

Board  of  Prison   Commissioners. 

Board  of  Commissioners  of  Insane. 

To  make  no  conflict  in  the  appointing  power  of  this  Clerk, 
the  authority  to  appoint  should  be  vested  in  the  Governor 
alone. 

The  salaries  now  paid  to  the  three  Clerks  employed  amounts 
to  $4,500  per  annum ;  the  consolidation  as  above  recommended 
would  make  a  saving  of  $2,700  per  annum,  and  the  work  could 
be  done  just  as  satisfactorily. 

As  Superintendent  of  the  State  Capitol  I  respectfully  ask 
that  the  Legislature  consider  the  question  of  placing  insurance 
on  the  Building,  and  if  so  desired,  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
that  purpose. 

The  purchase  of  metallic  fixtures  and  shelving  for  the  His- 
torical Society  is  recommended. 

The  original  proceedings  of  the  Constitutional  Convention 
of  1889  are  now  on  file  in  this  office.  This  record  is  of  vast 
importance  and  must  be  safely  guarded  and  preserved;  refer- 
ence must  frequently  be  made  to  it  by  those  desiring  infor- 
mation. The  proceedings  have  never  been  printed ;  therefore, 
I  recommend  in  the  strongest  terms  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  have  printed  and  distributed  the  proceedings  of  the 
Constitutional  Convention. 

Considerable  expense  will  also  be  incurred  in  making  up  a 
complete  copy  of  the  original  record  for  the  printer,  proof  read- 
ing and  indexing;  therefore,  the  appropriation  should  provide 
for  extra  clerical  hire  for  the  Secretary  of  State  for  this  par- 
ticular  work.

The  convenience  of  the  new  vault  rooms  provided  for  this 
Department  since  the  removal  of  State  and  Legislative  records 
to  the  State  House  is  much  appreciated,  and  facilitates  the 
work. 

When  the  system  of  card  indexing,  inaugerated  at  the  time 
when  I  took  charge,  nearly  two  years  ago,  is  finally  completed, 
all  records  and  papers  can  then  be  referred  to  instantly,  where 
formerly  almost  chaos  existed  because  of  the  scattered  and  in- 
adequate vault  space  and  attic  room  available  in  rented  quar- 
ters used  for  State  Records. 

Much  work  must  yet  be  done  in  indexing  miscellaneous  rec- 
ords and  papers,  especially  those  of  Territorial  days.  At  pres- 
ent the  indexes  are  complete  as  to  Domestic  and  Foreign  Cor- 
porations, and  Notaries  Public. 

The  installation  of  a  book-typewritter  has  materially  helped 
in  the  securing  of  excellent  records  and  a  saving  to  the  State 
in  clerical  help  and  record  space. 

Considerable  time  and  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  com- 
pilation, in  pamphlet  form,  for  the  use  of  the  general  public, 
of  the  Corporation,  Election  and  Water  Right  Laws. 

The  cheerful  and  painstaking  assistance  rendered  by  my 
Deputy,  Stenographer,  and  temporary  clerical  force,  in  the 
duties  devolving  upon  them  has  been  meritorious,  helpful  and 
entirely  satisfactory.

Section  410.     Fees  of  Secretary  of  State. 

Section  410.  The  Secretar}^  of  State,  for  services  performed 
in  his  office,  must  charge  and  collect  the  following  fees : 

I.  For  each  copy  of  any  law,  resolution,  record  or  other 
document  or  paper  on  file  in  his  office,  twenty  cents  per  folio. 

II.  For  affixing  certificate  and  seal,  one  dollar. 

III.  For  issuing  each  certificate  of  incorporation  and  each 
certificate  of  increase  of  capital  stock,  three  dollars. 

IV.  For  recording  and  filing  each  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion, and  each  certificate  of  increase  of  capital  stock,  he  shall 
charge  and  collect  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  on  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  or  corporation,  pro- 
vided that  whenever  the  capital  stock  of  any  corporation  shalJ 
exceed  one  million  dollars  he  shall  charge  and  collect  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital 
stock  in  excess  of  one  million  dollars ;  provided  that  he  shall 
charge  and  collect  from  each  company  or  corporation  not  less 
than  twenty  dollars  for  recording  and  filing  each  certificate 
of  incorporation  and  each  certificate  of  increase  of  capital  stock, 
which  sum  shall  include  the  fee  of  issuing  the  certificate  of  in- 
corporation or  the  certificate  of  increase  of  capital  stock  where 
the  capital  stock  is  thirty-four  thousand  dollars  or  less ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  company  or  corporation  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  a  fee  in  excess  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  filing 
its  articles  of  incorporation  or  certificate  of  increase  of  capital 
stock. 

V.  For  issuing  each  certificate  of  decrease  of  capital  stock, 
five  dollars. 

VI.  For  recording  and  filing  each  certificate  of  decrease 
of  capital  stock,  five  dollars. 

VII.  For  issuing  each  certificate  of  continuance  of  corporate 
existence,  three  dollars. 

VIII.  For  recording  and  filing  each  certificate  of  continuance 
of  corporate  existence,  he  shall  charge  and  collect  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital 
stock,   of   any   company   or   corporation ;    provided,    that    when- 
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ever  the  capital  stock  of  any  corporation  shall  exceed  one 
million  dollars,  he  shall  charge  and  collect  the  sum  of  ten  cents 
on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  in  excess 
of  one  million  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  no  com- 
pany or  corporation  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  in  excess 
of  one  thousand  dollars  for  filing  its  certificate  of  continuance 
of  corporate  existence. 

IX.  For  recording  and  filing  each  notice  of  removal  of  place 
of  business,  each  certificate  of  change  of  name,  or  each  certifi- 
cate making  stock  assessable,  five  dollars. 

X.  For  filing  each  certified  copy  of  the  charter  or  articles  of 
incorporation  of  any  foreign  corporation,  twenty  dollars. 

XI.  For  filing  each  notice  of  appointment  of  agent,  five 
dollars. 

XII.  For  filing  each  annual  or  semi-annual  statement  of 
any  foreign  corporation,  five  dollars. 

XIII.  For  receiving  and  recording  each  official  bond,  two 
dollars. 

XIV.  For  each  commission  or  other  document,  signed  by 
the  Governor  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  State  (pardons 
and  military  commissions  excepted),  five  dollars. 

XV.  For  searching  records  and  archives  of  the  State,  one 
dollar. 

XVI.  For  filing  each  trade  mark,  three  dollars;  and  for  is- 
suing each  certificate  of  record,  one  dollar. 

XVII.  For  recording  miscellaneous  records,  papers  or  other 
documents,  twenty  cents  per  folio. 

XVIII.  For  filing  any  other  paper,  not  otherwise  herein 
provided  for,  one  dollar. 

But  no  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  or  state  or  coun- 
ty officer,  can  be  charged  for  any  search  relative  to  matters  ap- 
pertaining to  the  duties  of  his  office ;  nor  must  he  be  charged 
any  fee  for  a  certified  copy  of  any  law  or  resolution  passed  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  relative  to  his  official  duties.  Fees  must 
be  collected  in  advance,  and  when  collected  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  must  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter,  as  provided  for  in  the  Constitution.
